All members of the Snowshoe 
Club arc invited to the meeting to 
discuss the proposed amendments as 
they affect the Snowshoe Club.

And here comes in the part of a urii- 
sity. She can broaden a mind from the narrow limits of modern 
itarianism to the large expanse of a visionary culture unbqunded 
thoughts of mere gain. By teaching the full meaning of the 
with all its associations, by giving a broad education, by mak- 
en think, not ape, not commit blindly to memory the thoughts 
hers, she can accomplish this task if the students themselves 
but let her. 

Remember 'that Solomon chose wisdom and all the rest were 
ed unto him. Seize not hold of that which may for the moment 
the most readily turned to gain; but choose wisely, seeking to 
,bp powers, of imagination, trying to see the unseen.

In concluding Dr. Leacock said that 
although no one in Oxford knew that 
McGill was the home of Political 
Economy, many thinking it the home 
of Medical Science, and many the 
Profession of Science, he was pleas- 
ed and satisfied to be at McGill en- 
joying the Smokers.

DISAGREED ON WAR 

Former Ambassador Wanted 
Action After Lusitania 



Interesting disclosures concerning the 
attitude of ihe late Walter Hincs Page; 
former Ambassador to Great Britain, 
during the period between the sinking 
df..theILusitar.ia and the entrance of the 
United States, into the World War arc 
made in the instalment, of "The Life 
and letters of William IT. Page," by 
Burton J. Hendrick. in the March issue 
o'f The World's Work, part of which is 
republished in The Times by permis- 
sion. In letters to President Wilson, 
Colcne! E. M. House and members of 
his family, Mr. Page Is shown as hav- 
ing opposed the delay of President Wil- 
son calling Germany to account for the 
loss of 100 American lives in the sink- 
ing of the Lusitania '2nd in continuing 
diplomatic relations with Germany after 
further loss of American lives in the 
sinking of other vessels. 

Mr. Hendrick describes Mr. Page as 
having received the news of the Lusi- 
tania disaster just before, a dinner he 
had arranged lor Colonel and Mrs. 
House. Colonel House, who had been 
in Europe as President Wilson's repre- 
sentative, was said to have abandoned 
ail hope of mediation and to have 
taken 'for granted that President Wi 
son would take energetic action. 

"We shall be at war with Germany, 
within a month," Colonel House is 
quoted as having said on hearing of 
the sinking -of the Lusitania. 

According to the article, Colonel 
House was so confident that war was 
impending that he hurried his prepara- 
tions for return to the United Slates. He 
is described as having been profoundly 
shocked while- walking in Picsdilly lo 
read on â poster of an afternoon news- 
paper, carried by a sandwich man, "We 
arc toe proud to fight. — Woodrow Wil- 
son.' 

U was revealed by the correspondence 
bot ween Mr. Pafce and Co'lonel House 
that William J. Bryan, after his resig- 
nation as Secretary of State, sough: to 
go to Europe as a felf-appointed peace 
commission with the idea of conducting 
peace negotiations on his own account. 

"The Bryans have been stopping with 
tlie Xs," Colonel House wrote. "X, 
writes me that Bryan told him that he 
intended to go to Europe soon and try- 
peace negotiations. He has Lloyd George 
in mind in England and it is then his 
purpose to go to Germany. 

" Itakc it he will want credentials 
from the President, which, of course, he 
will not want to give, but just what he 
will feel obliged to give is another story. 
I anticipated this when he resigned. 1 
knew it was merely a matter of time 
wl'.en -.he would take this step. 

"He may find encouragement in Ger- 
many, for he is in high favor now in 
that quarter. It is his purpose lo op- 
pose the President upon the matter of 
'preparedness,' and, from what we can 
Icurti. It will not be long before there 
wiM be open antagc-uism between the 
Administration, and .himself. 

"It might be a good thing to encour 
age his going to Europe. He would 
probably come back a sadder and wiser 
man. I take it thta no one in authority 
in Eng'iàud would discuss the nutter se 
riously with him, and in France I do 
not believe he could even get a hearing. 

"Please let me have your impressoins 
upon this subject. 

Mr. Page replied to this letter in part 
as foilows: 

"Dear House — Xever mind about 
Bryan. Send him over here if you wish 
to get ri dof him. He'll cut 110 more 
figure than a tar-baby at a negro camp- 
meeting. . 1 f he had come while he was 
Secretary. I should have jumped of/ 
London Bridge and the country would 
have had one Ambassador 'less. But 1 
shall enjoy him now. You sec some 
peace crank from the United States 
comes along every week— some crank or 
some crank or some gang of cranks. 
Tlvere'vc been two this week. Ever since 
the Daughters of Hie Dove of Peace met 
at The Hague, the game has become po- 
pular in America : and I haven't yet 
that a single one has been shot— so far. 
I think that some of them are likely- 
soon to be hanged, however, because 
there are signs that they may come also 
from Germany.

The following rules and regulations 
for spring walking have been drawn 
up and laid down by Prof. W. A. Kerr 
after extensive investigations 'made 
yesterday during his wading around 
on Sherbrooke street for the best part 
of an hour.

If possible bathe the used muscles and 
joints in oil to create the greatc-t 
suppleness possible. 

6. Ability to make rapid leaps in 
any direction whatsoever.. .is. .pf great 
help. Remember that the dryness of 
your ankles and the cleanliness of 
your spats is at stake.

Martin and Moose, in "A Midair Clas- 
sic," present some good novelties in

is one of the "four best acts" mention 
cd above. Quite enthralling;, especially 
the dady. 

And now to the comedy. This is the 
best heard-and secii (there's action, too) 
—at the theatre for a long— well, any 
way, for three weeks. It never lags, and 
is [>ut across every time. 

Lewis and Dody, who, to say the 
least, were not born in Ireland, rely 
mainly on a song compounded of deli- 
cious nonsense, cnttiled 'Chcra Bocha." 
Never mind what it means, go and 
listen. It brought the house down. 
Princess audiences arc rather particu- 
lar, so this means something. *A per 
fect scream. 

Billy Wayne nad Ruth Warren, who 
miss the last car, also take the audience 
along with them. Their repartee and 
dialogue is infective; the audience rock 
ed and roared. A perfect scream too— 
ahuost a shriek. 

There arc three more acts on the hill 
which do not rise to wry great heights 
First there is Frank Sidney awl Co., the 
"Co." consists of a dog and a young 
lady. Satisfactory but lacks punch. 

Then there is Foley and iLeturc in 
'"Musical Comedy Divertissements." Ac- 
cent on the comedy and soft-pedal on 
the music. 

Sharkey Roth and Witt round out the 
bill which is about the best we can say 
about them.

The part of John Burkctt 
Ryder, the powerful New York finan- 
cier who has already to a large extent 
ruined the ' judge, is taken by Mr.

Shirley returns from Europe to find 
her father in despair over his finan- 
cial loss and his threatened impeach- 
ment. On the way over «hc has met 
Jefferson Ryder, the son of the finan- 
cier, who falls in love with her.

PRINCETON LOST $18,501 

The Princeton University Athletic 
Association lost $13,501.81» during the 
season of 1920-21, according to the 
financial statement made public to- 
day, his docs not include the foot- 
ball season of last Fall, the results 
of which appear on the 1921-22 state- 
ment. It does include, however, the 
Fall of 1920. The revenue was ample 
to take care of the ordinary expenses, 
the deficit being the direct result of 
extraordinary .expenses amounting to 
over $61,000. 

According to the stactment, only 
three sports paid for themselves dur- 
ing the period, football, baseball and 
basketball accumulating $120,495.37. 
The largest single deficit was in row- 
ing, which cost the university more 
than $11,000. Frcslnnan athletics cost 
$12,000 and track nearly $10,000. All 
other .sports combined cost $9,502.50. 

Adminis.trat.ivc expenses totaled 
$35,000, a figure very near tihe usual 
amount. Repairs to .the stadium and 
the construction of wooden stands for 
the Yale football game exceeded . ail 
expectations, the two together 
amounting to nearly $60,000. When 
the Palmer stadium was' presented to 
the university in 1914 there was a 
condition attached requiring the as- 
sociation to pay the university 510,000 
a year rental, for it was thought that 
.the revenues would be exceedingly 
large. 

"The structure has turned out to be 
a "white elephant," however, requiring 
repairs costing $41,000 in 1920, and 
others requiring over half that amount 
last year. These will appear on next 
year's statement. In the period cover- 
ed by the 1920-21 statement an entire 
side of the big horseshoe had to be 
covered with new concrete. — New 
York Times.
